ARE HOODWINKING THE 
PEOPLE OF MANITOBA 


Public Ownershio of Telephones in 
That Province Subject of Debate 
in Federal House—F. B. Carvell 
Shows Roblin Government Has a 
Deficit and Not « Surplus. 


Ottawa, Merch 2.—The claims of the 


Manitoba government in regard to 
provincial telephone service were 
closely analyzed in the House of 


Commons last night in a debate, bas- 
ed on a resolution moved by Hough- 
ton Lennox (Conservative, of South 
Simcoe), in‘favor of cheaper tele- 
phone service thronghout Caneda. 
In moving his resolution, Mr, Len- 
nox pointed to the reductions in 
rates in Manitoba as an example of 
what could be accomplished by gov- 
ernmeit control, and, while not 
specifically- advocating the nation- 
alization of telephones, he held that 
the Dominion government had to take 
Some steps to remedy the existing 
abuses 

A. K Maclean (Liberal, of Lanen- 
burg), speaking on thehalf of the 
government, proposed an amendment 
declaring that recent legislation 
piacing telephone companies under 
the control of the Railway Commis- 
sion insured adequate protection of 
the interests of the public. He main- 
tained that the experience of Mani- 
toba did not justify the government 


wie 


ownership of telephones. He con- 
tended that. in Manitoba the redue- 
tions, glorified by the government 


of that nrovinee, had been dictated by 
political expediency and were not 
justified on business or economical 
grounds. 

A Fictitious Surplus. 

F. B. Carvell (Liberal, 

N.B.), in opposing the resolution, 
took the same grounds In a eare- 
ful analysis of the statement by the 
Minister of Pwhlie, Works of Mani- 
toba, he showed that the surplus 
made by the government of that. pro- 
vinee last year was fictitious and that,

were o delusion and a snare. He 


gave a long and exhaustive statement 
of charges for phones under the men- 
agement of the government of Atber-

Canada that ‘is not getting a cheaper 
telephone service than Manitoba, and 


that the reductions promised for this 
year by the Roblin government were 
in reality simply an attempt to 
hoodwink the people. When figured 
out to actual results on the year’s 
operations they were of little or no 
real value 

“When the government of Manitoba 
tells the people that it is reducing 
the extension rates from $12 to $6. 
are merely deluding them,” 
said Mr. Carvell. “They charge for 
business phones $2 and two cents 
per out-call. Let us sec what this 
means. I not suppose that any 
man who a telephone in his 
buainass less than five calls 
a day. That is 10 cents a day, or 
$30 a vear. That means $55 a vear 
for his telephone serviec, whereas he 
can get straight telephone service for

$50 a year That is what they call 

reduction. Then to earry this 
thine to a point of absohute  non- 
sense they say they will give a resi- 
dence phone for $15 and two cents 
for an out-eall. Now is there any

$21 a year for out-ealls and $14 for 
rental, which brings the residence 


telephones up to $36 a year, whereas 
you can get a residence telephone in 
other parts of Canada for $24 a year.

Policy to Hoodwink People. — 

“The same policy is pursued in 
larger towns, in Brandon and Portage 
ila Prairie the rates actually being 
nearly $50, or nearly twice as much 
as the regular phone would cost. 
Ther whole thing is simply an at- 
tempt to hoodwink the people.” 

Coming to the small towns in Mani 
toba, Mr. Carvell showed that the 
rate for a single line business phone, 
unlimited service, was reduced from 
$24 to $20, and for residences from 
3id to $15, But they had never touch- 
ed the big source of revenue, namely, 
the big tax on the users of the tele- 
phone amounting on the whole to 69 
per cent of the total receipts of com- 
panies by way of rental from business 


phones. In Winnipeg the business 
phone was $50 under the Bell com- 
pany. It was $50 today under the 
Manitoba government, said Mr. Car- 
vell, Hon. Mr, Rogers had stated 
that his total revenue for the next 
twelve months would show a reduc 
tion of $50,000, The actual figures, 
when everything was considered, 
showed that the total reduction pro- 
posed by the Manitoba government 
would not amount to $30,000 in the 
next twelve months. When the gov- 
ernment took the order for a_ tele- 
phene for doctors, veterinarians and
